Wants Olney ‘or Governor. 

Mr. Oiney has been asked to accept the po- 
sition of governor of the board. Whether he 
has accepted could not be learned at the 
White House, and Mr. Olney, according to 
dispatches from Boston, is equally noncom- 
mittal. 

It is reported that Mr. Wheeler, selected 
to represent the middle west, has accepted, 
but his reply has not been received at the 
White House. Mr. Wheeler is vice presi- 
dent of the Union Trust company of Chicago 
end was the first president of the National 
Chamber of Commerce, a federation of the 
most important commercial organizatons in 
the country.

AMERICAN CONSUL 
NEAR EXECUTION? 


Held Prisoner at San Luis Po- 
tosi Under Repeated 
Threats of Death. 


NINE OTHERS IN JAIL. 


Vera Cruz, May 4.—News reached here to- 
day that John R. Silliman, acting Ameri- 
can consul at San Luis Potosi, has been a 
prisoner in the hands of Gen. Joaquin Maas, 
the Federal commander, for eleven days and 
has been threatened every night with execu- 
tion. : 

Nine other Americans are being detained, 
but are not in such grave peril as Silliman. 
This news was brought here by F. T. Split- 
stone, managing editor of Leslie’s Weekly, 
and Paul Davis of the Los Angeles Times, 
who arrived from Mexico City with fifty 
other refugees, 


In Mexico Three Months. 
Splitstone and Davis were among the news- 
paper men who came to Mexico three months 
ago to be the guests of Huerta. With them 
was William Nutter of New York. 

They were in Saltillo when the news was 
received of the American capture of Vera 
Cruz. Nutter and Davis were immediately 
thrown into a dungeon, where they remained 
until Thursday, when their release was or- 
dered by Huerta. 

The nine other Americans, including Sillj- 
man, were still in jail when Splitstone, Davis, 
and Nutter left Mexico City. Other Ameri- 
cans sought refuge in the British consulate. 


Huerta Lacks Ammunition. 
The refugees say Huerta has much artil- 
lery in Mexico City, but little ammunition. 
All was quiet in the capital when they left 
and they were not molested in any way on 
the trip to Vera Cruz. 
About fifty refugees are reported to be at 
Puerto, Mexico, and the transport Hancock 
was dispatched there for them today. 
Alarming reports of violence by mobs in 
Mexico City and elsewhere are current here 
all the time, but in practically every instance 
are shown to be unfounded. 
Reports of federal] activities in the interior 
were received here today. Gen. Maas was 
said to have blown up the San Francisco 
bridge on the narrow gauge railroad, which 
was the line used by Gen. Scott in his ad- 
vance on Mexico City in 1847. 
This report, however, was not confirmed 
at the army headquarters of Brig. Gen. 
Funston, though it was known there that 
the federals had mined the structures along 
the road. 
It also was reported that another section 
of tracks had been torn up. 


Must Turn Over Accounts.

STEAMER BURNS 
IN MID ATLANTIC 
No Sign of Life Aboard Blaz- 


ing Hull When Another 
Vessel Arrives. 


CREW IS THOUGHT SAFE. 


Halifax, N. S., May 4.—An unidentified 
steamer, on fire from stem to stern and with 
no signs of life on board, was discovered 300 
miles south of Cape Race today by the steam- 
er Seydlitz, from Bremen for New York. 
The steamer’s position was given as latitude 
41.27 north and longitude 51.07 west. 

The Seydlitz immediately called by wire- 
less for assistance and response came from 
the Franconia, fifty miles to the eastward, 
bound for Boston, and the Olympic, 200 
miles to the west, headed for New York 

The Seydlitz circled around the burning 
vessel, but the smoke hung so heavy about 
it that the name could not be distinguished. 


Foremast and Funnel Gone, 

The foremast and funnel were gone and 
from all appearances the vessel must have 
been on fire for a considerable time, proba- 
bly for several days. The flames were still 
raging fiercely. 

There were no small boats in the vicinity, 
and it is believed the crew of the burning 
craft was picked up by a vessel which ar- 
rived earlier than the Seydlitz and which 
had no wireless or on which the equipment 
was too weak to reach a radio station on 
shore or another vessel to tell of the rescue. 
The weather on the Grand Banks today 
was moderate and it was thought that any 
transshipment could have been accomplished 
with no great difficulty or danger. 


Call for Help Heard. 
A wireless message tonight from the Sable 
island radio station said that late last night 
the station picked up part of a message 
passing between two steamers far out on 
the Atlantic. The faint call said: 
“We are on fire. Hurry up.“ 
Owing to unfavorable atmospheric condi- 
tions nothing more could be heard and the 
names of the ships were not obtained. It 
seemed apparent that the steamer which 
had answered the call for help was proceed- 
ing to the rescue. 
The position, as given by the Seydlits, 
placed the burning steamer slightly nearer 
to Cape Race than to Sable island, but the 
radio station at Sable island was the frst 
to pick up the message.

Hight trustees of the public schools were 
made prisoners at 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. They remained prisoners until 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon—six hours. 

They were adjudged in contempt of Charles 
M. Foell, judge of the Superior court. They 
had defied the court’s order to recognize four 
school trusteees whose “resignations” 
Mayor Harrison accepted some time ago. 

The eight trustees were imprisoned in the 
antechamber of Judge Foell, under sentence 
to spend thirty days behind the bars of the 
Cook county jail. 


Fight Over Principle. 

During the six hours of incarceration the 
trustees fought over questions of principle. 
Finally, with one eager for surrender and 
one determined against it, with the others in 
varying intermediate stages, they capitu- 
lated. 
This capitulation saved the trustees from 
jail. They swore to a statement that they 
were wrong. They promised under oath to 
recognize as trustees James B, Dibelka, John 
C. Harding, Henry W. Huttmann, and 
Charles O. Sethness. Judge Foell postponed 
the issuance of the warrant for commitment 
pending the complete obedience in the letter 
and the spirit of the statement. |

the trustees. When they appeared before the

New York, May 5, 4 a. m,—-[Special]. ]— 
Hiram Duryea, former starch manuface 
turer, was slain by his son, Chester Dur- 
yea, early this morning at their home at 
120 Eighty-fifth street, Bay Ridge, Brooklyn. 

Seven shots were fired by the young Dur- 
yea, five from an automatic pistol and two 
from a magazine rifle. All took effect, caus- 
ing instant death. The killing took place 
on the sleeping porch of the Duryea home. 

There were three servants and a house. 
keeper in the house who heard the shots. 
They seized the younger man, but he showed 
no disposition to run away, and waited 
calmly for the police. He was arrested ashe 
sat upon his bed across the inclosed porch 
from that on which the body of hig father 
lay. 


Talk Is Incoherent. 
At the Fort Hamilton station Duryea said 
that he was engaged in mercantile business, 
the nature of which he would not disclose. 
His talk was incoherent and his actions im- 
pressed the police as being strange. 
The servants did not add any information 
as to the cause of the crime, for none of them 
had heard any conversation between father 
and son. : 
Dr. Gardiner, who came from the Nor- 
wegian hospital, found Gen. Duryea’s body 
practically riddled with bullets. Fired at 
close range from powerful weapons, they 
had torn their way entirely through the 
body. Several were aimed at the head and 
several at the chest. 
Gen. Duryea was 81 years of age. His 


son is 43. 


“Motive Puzzles Police. 
The motive for the killing is puzzling the 
Fort Hamilton police. They were told that 
the younger Duryea had been acting strange- 
ly all the afternoon and that, after writing 
what appeared to be editorials of a legal 
nature, had dined with his father and later 
retired. 


SON OF JOHN HAY, A REFUGEE,

He 
reached Galveston on the liner Esperanza 
last week. 

Mr. Hay said he would go to Washington 
at once and give testimony concerning the 
situation of Americans at Tampico. He added 
that. there were being sent to Washington 
telegraphic and written protests concerning 
the Tampico situation to be followed by a 
visit from a committee representing 3,000 
American refugees. 

Mr. Hay reached Vera Crus about an hour 
before the American marines landed. He wit- 
nessed the fighting barricaded in a kitchen 
from the roof of which Mexican snipers were 
operating. 

Mr. Hay spent most of the winter in Mexi- 
co City, and left there on April 20, the day be- 
tore Vera Cruz fell into American hands.

HEARD OF PEACE 


Joseph Medill Patterson Re- 
lates Attitude of Men Un- 
der Gen. Funston. 


ALL KEENLY CHAGRINED. 


Fighting Spirit and Training 
Welds Whole Brigade Into 
Powerful Foe. 


The following dispatch—delayed in 
transmission—-was sent to THE TRIB- 


from Galveston to Vera Cruz 
Gen. Funston and a part of his brigade. 
It describes vividly the spirit of gloom 
and sadness that settled down over the 
soldiers when wireless announced the 
plans for mediation. 

On board the Kilpatrick, Monday, April 
27.—({Via Galveston, May „I Peace? No 
word of news had reached the ship until this 
Monday) afternoon and then the peace ru- 
mor fell among the officers like a well plant- 
e4 charge of shrapnel. 

There hasn't been a smile on the ship since 
the rumor of peace came down the wireless 
mast, except now and then a cynical grin. 


| The bitterest word in the language this even- 


ing is grape juice. 

The rumor started from a wireless which 
the operator picked out of the ether, both 
sender and destination being unknown to us. 
It is as follows: 

“Washington has accepted mediation 
Brasil.“ 

There is something almost humorous in the 
complete depression and gloom which has 
enveloped the ship. The poker game broke 
up and officers in twos and threes, heads 
close together, discussed darkly the outlook. 


Recall History of Mations. 

“Every potent, powerful, supine nation 
that couldn’t and wouldn't fight has been 
overcome and subjected by a poor, ambi- 
tious nation that could and would fight. N 
has always been so in History.“ say the 
officers, “and so it always Will be.“ 

One thing is certain; if there is fighting 
after all this brigade will fight all the harder 
for their disappointment this afternoon 
when they fear they aren’t to have the 
chance. 

The young officers also are unanimous in 
the opinion that if they carry the flag into 
Mexioo it should stay there. We are will- 
ing to go wherever they tell us and we be- 


\iieve we can go wherever they tell us,” 


they say. Some of us will stay there 
for ever, but we hope that the country will 
sell our lives, not give them away. We 
are not prone to big words, but we prefer 
not to die in vain. The flag must go ulti- 
mately to Panama, why not now? This is 
a chance for another big step and we ask 
the precious privilege of taking it, but if we 
leave our bones there we hope the stars 
and stripes will float over them always.“

Vera Cruz, May 4. —[S8pecia!.J—Just two 
weeks will have elapsed f‘omorrow since a 
small force of American marines landed and 
put to rout the defending forces of Vera 
Cruz. Through that act the United States 
government took over the government of 
the city. 

The transition of authority was marked by 
the loss of nearly a score of American lives. 
But whatever may be the future of Mexico, 
events which have transpired in Vera Crus 
in the last fortuight demonstrate that those 
' Americans who weut to death — not died 
in vain. 

Through’ the advent of American arms, 
Vera Cruz nas been given a lesson in civilisa- 
tion and humanity. Underneath a thin veneer 
of civilization, the American invaders found 
a barbarity and crueity in government thet 
savored of the dark ages. 


Prison a Horrible Example. 

In the old fortress-castie-prison of San 
Juan de Ulua, relic of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, the American invaders found a speci- 
men of Mexico's civilization. With the tak- 
ing over of the local government one of the 
first acts of the authorities, as already brief- 
ly announced, was to make an inapection of 
the prison. : 

Within the walls of the island castle were 
found almost inconoefvable scenes of filth 
and horror. 
brought gibbering semblences of manhood, 
prisoners, both criminal and political offend- 
ers, robbed of their reason by years of living 
death. 

San Juan de Ulua was perhaps the most 
hideous place in the world. When the Amer- 
ican authorities entered ite walls there were 
found fifty. whips, rawhide thongs braided 
and knotted, still wet with human blood. 
Everywhere were evidences of inhuman tor- 
ture and cruelty. Everywhere was the elo- 
quent explanation why Mexicans condemned 
to the prison pleaded for death. 


Americans Clean Out Prison. 

One of the first acts of the American mill- 
tary government was to clean out this prison. 
To slime and filth were added the horrors of 
disease. But euch prisoners as were able to 
work were set to the task of restoring some 
semblance of sanitary order. 

Whether a new régime in Mexico will undo 
the sanitary work begun here by the Amer- 
icans lies with the future. But Vera Crus 
and its people have had a lesson in human- 
ity.

Returns from Scene of His 
World Picture Scoop. 


SNAPSHOTS UNDER FIRE. 


Takes Cinematograph Films as 
Wounded Fall Beside Him 
at Landing of Marines.

géwin F. Weigle, Taw TRisunn’s Statt 
photographer, who “ scooped the world on 
the pictures of the two days fighting at 
vera Cruz, arrived in Chicago yesterday 
vun the first first-hand account of the 


atthe. 
Mr. Weigle met the first detachment of 
American marines when they landed. With 
the exception of a few hours snatched for 
he was on the firing lines day and 
night, April 21 and 22. Within three hours 
after the first shot had been fired his photo- 
graphs were on board the steamship At- 
igntis bound for Galveston. 
Mr. Weigle was side by side with the blue- 
and marines in the firing lines A 
marine was killed two feet from him, and he 
obtained moving pictures of the body being 
carried to the rear. He brings back to Chi- 


gago the only moving pictures taken of the 


battle. 
Mr. Weigile’s thrifling experiences began 


with the landing of the marines from the 


Prairie. 
Meets the Marines. 

“J grabbed my camera, shouted to the 
Mexican carrying my outfit to follow me. 
We dug for the boat landing.“ he said. As 
I got into the open space between the hotel 
and the water—a place about the size of sev- 
eral city blocks—I saw seven boats alongside 
the Prairie. Three hundred marines under 
Col. Nevill landed. 

„I started across the square with the ma- 
gines, and we had just reached the middle 
when a volley of shots roared from the build- 
ings along the water front. Four marines 
dropped. Col. Nevill gave the order to lie 
down, and every marine threw himself face 
downward on the grass. Now, fireat any 
one seen carrying arms.“ shouted Nevill. 
Just where the shots had come from no one 
peemed to know. The Americans were look- 
ing for the enemy in the streets, not in win- 
dows and on roofs. 

“The marines opened fire at every place 
where they saw a puff of smoke.

It looked as if the city were decorat- 
ing for the battle. 


Flashes Fire Badge. 

“I passed Col. Nevill and flashed my Chi- 
cago police fire badge. He read the words on 
the badge, ‘ Admit to fire lines,’ laughed, and 
said, Go asfarasyoulike.’ I waslying next 
to a marine when he jumped and rolled over 
dead. I grabbed my moving picture machine 
and got a picture of them carrying him to the 
rear. 

“ By this time the jackies d landed and 
dragged up their field pieces. Capt. W. R. 
Rush of the First Seamén’s brigade seemed 
to consider it a great joke. In fact, I never 
Faw more nerve shown anywhere than by 
the marines and sailors at Vera Cruz.

Vera Cruz Papers Say Battle Will 
Be Started Today.

VELASCO TO QUIT HUERTA? 


General Defeated at Torreon Said to 
Be Ready to Lead Revolt. 


Vera Cruz, May 4.—A proclamation dated 
May 1 and signed by Zapata, published today 
in the local Mexican papers, announces that 
the southern rebels will on May 5 attack 
Mexico City. It also condemns Gen. Huerta 
and Gen. Aureliano Blanquet to death. 

Zapata's proclamation is regarded as dis- 
posing of reports that he and Gen. Huerta 
were acting together and that Zapata was 
moving on Vera Cruz with his followers. 

May 5, when Zapata says he will attack 
Mexico City, is the anniversary of the Mex- 
ican victory over the French, and is usually 
celebrated as a national holiday. 

Local Spanish newspapers in Vera Cruz 
now come out boldly against Gen. Huerta 
and are publishing portraits of the late 
President Madero, whom they call a national 
hero. 


Velasco May Start Revolt. 

The outbreak of another military revolt in 

Mexico, headed by Gen. José Refugio Ve- 
lasco, who was recently driven out of Tor- 
reon by Francisco Villa, would not cause 
surprise in the Federal capital, according to 
observers among the refugees who arrived 
here today. 
Gen. Velasco is said to be discontented con- 
cerning the failure of the government to sup- 
port him properly in the defense of Torreon, 
and he is declared to have stated that he 
would never again lead a column of troops 
against the rebels. 

The fall of Torreon and the subsequent 
disaster to the Federal troops are asserted 
by Gen. Velasco to have been due to the 
failure of the war department to heed his 
appeal for small arm ammunition. 


Huerta Generals Show Cowardice. 
Gen. Javier de Moure and Gen. Carlos 
Garcia Hidalgo, who were sent to the relief 


of Gen. Velasco at Torreon, are reported to 


have been found by Gen. Velasco, hiding 
under freight cars during the heavy fighting 
at San Pedro de las Colonias after the fall 
of Torreon and to have been upbraided by 
him for their cowardice. 

Another officer who reported that his sta- 

tion has been captured was shot dead by 
Gen. Velasco when he learned that the posi- 
tion had been abandoned without sufficient 
cause. 
Another officer who was charged with 
cowardice in the face of the enemy com- 
mitted suicide while Gen. Velasco was re- 
buking him. 
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FUNSTON SEES WATER WORKS 


Army Commander Inspects Out- 
post Near Vera Cruz. 


FEARS MEXICAN ARTILLERY. 


Cannon Could Cat Off. Water Supply; 
Lines Cannot Be Extended.

Vera Cruz, Mexico, May 4.—I accompanied 
Brig. Gen. Funston this afternoon on his 
first inepection of the advanced American 
post held by Maj. Smediey Butler's Panama 
marines and the extra three battalions of 
marines which were sent out after the alarm 
over an attack by the Mexicans on Saturday. 
This post is located at the Tejar water works, 
nine miles from the city. 

Gen. Funston and his party traveled from 
Vera Cruz to Tejar in a flat car train, which. 
was barricaded and armed. The reason for 
this was that there are scattered groups of 
Mexican ‘soldiers at several points in the 
vicinity of the advanced American post. 


Armistice Prevents Extending Lines. 

The interpretation at Washington of the 
provisions of the armiétice prevents any ex 
tension of the Amer es,-and.patr 


cannot be sent beyond the point at Which 


the post is now situated. It also prevents 
the forcing back of the Mexican patrols, 

The main Mexican forces are th a strong 
position. five miles beyond Tejar. The rail- 
way track is torn up from Tejar onward. 
An extension of the American lines sur- 
rounding Tejar is very desirable, as under 
present conditions there is nothing to pre- 
vent the Mexicans from using their artillery 
on the pumping station. 


Fear Damage to Waterworks. 

If the waterworks, which are the city's 
sole source of supply, were destroyed under 
present conditions, the result would be 
serious, as the city would have to depend on 
the water distilled on the warships, and 
there is hardly enough of this to supply the 
soldiers and sailors. At present the water- 
works are exposed in several places to 
damage by Mexican artillerymen.

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plementary answer to the origina! petition. 
It set forth that the members did not un- 
derstand the order of the court and they had 
since been advised by the court that a refusal 
to reinstate and recognise the four relators 
to the petition was in effect a violation of its 
orders and that they hed unwittingly placed 
themsetves in contempt. It said they had 
acted in the belief that they were discharging 
a public duty and that they had believed that 
a recognition of the four custed members 
would be a serious blow to the welfare of the 
schools. They expressed themselves as 
willing to acknowledge the authority of the 
court and to recognize the four ousted mem- 
bers. 

It war shertly after 4 o’cl@k when Judge 
Foell sent for the trustees. 

“It you carry out your promises, said 
Judge Foell, this court will not be called 
on to carry out the commitment order. I eon- 
gratulate you on your change of attitude.” 

The trustees went to the Union restau- 
rant, where they ate a belated luncheon. 


Court’s Blow to Trustees. 
The statement to the eight trustees by 
Judge Foell just before pronounting sentence 
follows: 

“Before pronouncing sentence,“ Judge 
Foell said, the court wants to make a few 
observations which, it is hoped, will em- 
phasize the character and the gravity of 
the situation here. The case came before 
me in quo warranto proceedings to deter- 
mine whether Holpuch, Strom, Eckhart, and 
Metz were legally entitled to their seats as 
members of the school board.

This prediction was based upon the caucus 
ote for the speaker, in which J. H. Slattery 

votes, against 17 for his opponent, 

with five absentee Democrats known to be 
Slattery supporters. 

The confidence of administration leaders 
ges strengthened further by the action of 
the Republicans and Progressives, who, 
through Leader Horance Mann, pledged their 
gupport of the state and its institutions and 
yoted to mo ke Slattery's election unanimous. 
Mimilar sentiment was expressed by Repub- 
licans in the senate. 


Gov. Ammons Near Breakdown. 

The address of Gov. Ammons to the joint 
session followed closely the topics in the call, 
the executive amplifying his reasons for ask- 
lag such enactment;. Last night the gov- 
ernor was compelled to abandon the idea of 
preparing a formal message, by reason of 
physical and nervous exhaustion. 

The appearance of Gov. Ammons, worn, 
haggard, and weary, leaning on the arm of 
Representative Lee, one of the woman mem- 
bers, was greeted with applause. His step 
was slow and his haggard expression 
brought forth many expressions of pity and 
concern. 

“Members, ladies ana gentlemen, said 
the governor, “ you have been called to meet 
grave emergency in the history of the 
Mate. 

‘Here the governor paused, ard for a mo- 
ment it seemed that he might not be able to 
continue. 

“Our state hange in the balance,“ he con- 
tinued, “and I have called you to help solve 
the questions. Tremendous duties have 
caused me to fail to write a message, and I 
must speak to you, instead of reading a mes- 
sage.” 

Tells Effort to End Strike. 

The governor then gave a history of the 
strike, telling how he had used every means 
possible to avoid sending the militia to the 
coal flelds. He said that after a number of 
lives had been lost, considerable property de- 
stroyed, and a battle was imminent he was 
compelled to call out the troops. He alse 
@eait with the financial P:uation arising out 
the military campaign. 

“If we are to leave the settlement of this 
strike to the strongest, irrespective of the 
right, then we cannot exrect right,“ he said. 
“If the termination of this strike is de- 
pendent on riot, bloodshed, and destruction 
of property then we can never hope to make 
this a state to which men and women will 
tome to live.”’ 

He called attention to that part of Presi- 
dent Wilson's telegram, which askad the leg- 
islature to take charge as soon as possible.

ROCKEFELLER SCORED IN SENATE 

Waehington, D. C., May 4.—A determined 
fight was launched in the senate today to pre- 
vent the government from accepting Rocke- 
teller money to aid in farm demonstration 
and boll weevil extermination work. 

Senator Lane declared that the money of 
John D. Rockefeller was covered with the 
blood and tears of women and children shot 
down in the Colorado strike.“ 

The debate was on an amendment to the 
agricultural appropriation bill, which was 
pending when the senate adjourned for the 
gay. This amendment, reported by the ag- 
ricultural committee, proposed an appr opria- 
tion of $600,000, double the amount provided 
in the houge bill fo: farm demonstration and 
boll weevil work, with a clause prohibiting 
contributions to the fund by individuals or 
corporations. 

At present the general education board, to 
which Mr. Rockefeller has given millions of 
dollars pays a portion of the salaries of 600 
government employés engaged in thie work. 

Senator Kenyon insisted that the federal 
government had no right to go into a parter- 
ship with Rockefs’ier.

Offices Here. 


UPTON SINCLAIR’S NOTION 


Desired National Secretary to 
Make Country-Wide Protest 
Over Strike War. 


The Socialist party is not enthusiastic over 
('pton Sinclair's idea of holding a daily 
wake in front of the Standard Oil offices asa 
protest against the Colorado strike war, ac- 
cording to Walter Lenfersiek, national sec- 
retary. 

It was announced by the Associated Press 
that Sinclair had sent a ti legram to Mr. Len- 
fersiek suggesting that ‘‘ mourning pickets ” 
be placed in front of every branch office of 
the Standard Oil company in the United 
States. 

Text of Sinclair Telegram. 

The telegram was said to have been as 
follows: 

“Cannot the Socialist party initiate a 
nation-wide movement in ald of the Colorado 
strikers to bring home to the masters of the 
Standard Oil the intense abhorrence witb 
which the American people regard their 
crime? Scores of telegrams from all over the 
country have reached me suggesting this. 
There are branch offices of the Standard Oil 
in every town. Cannot you or the national 
executive committee recommend that 
mourning pickets appear before these 
offices?’ 

I have received no telegram from Upton 
Sinclair,“ wald Mr. Lanfersiek, neither 
have I sent him one. If I wanted to send him 
a telegram I wouldn’t send it through the 
Associated Press. 

I don't kncw just what will be done. But 
the Social’ sat party is not a circus. 


Up to National Committee. 

“1 don't think there wil be any picketing 
in Ch'cago at least. There will be a meeting 
of the executive committee on Friday and a 
meeting cf the national committee in the 
Hotel Sherman next Sunday, and until then 
nothing will be decided. 

“I have no authority to ask the party to 
do as Upton Sinclair suggests. That power 
rests w.th the committee.“ 


Jane Addams on Rockefeller. 

Miss Jane Addams expressed the view 
that John D. Rockefeller Jr. is apt to be 
blinced by his own views in dealing with the 
strikers. 

Mr. Rockefeller looks at the situation 
with the usual business man’s view,“ she 
said. ‘He fails to grasp the human and 
social side of the problem which others might 
possess, All business men, and especially 
big business men, are apt to cling to their 
own business ideals just as strongly as the 
labor union holds to ita ideals. 

The industrial commission appointed by 
President Wilson, now meeting in Washing- 
ton, should gain a vast amount of informa- 
tion regarding the relation between capital 
and labor from its investigation. 


THREATENED TO KILL JOHN D. JR. 

New York, May 4.— Yesterday I was at 
the office of John D. Rockefeller Jr., and if 
I could have got him I would have shot him 
down like a dog.“ 

In these words Marie Ganz voiced her pro- 
test against Mr. Rockefeller, according to 
the testimony of Irving E. Ettinger, a police 
headquarters stenographer, at the trial of 
Miss Ganz today on a charge of disorderly 
conduct. 

The woman was arrested last week after 
she had made several fruitiess attempts to 
gee Mr. Rockefeller in connection with the 
Colorado mine workers’ strike and had ad- 
dressed open air meetings. 

If found guilty. Miss Ganz will be liable to 
a maximum penalty of six months in the 
workhouse.

BRICK TRUCE MAY EASE CIty 


Both. Sides of Strike Expected to 
Sign Parley Plan Tomorrow. 


125,000 TO RESUME WORK. 


Men Will Be Paid Scale to Be Agreed 
On by Arbiters. 


Resumption of werk by 125,000 men thrown 
out of employment by the brickmakers' 
strike is expected this week. An amica ole 
settlement was predicted yesterday by Ald. 
Healy of the special council committee. 

At the meeting of the committee in the city 
ball a plan was presented to arbitrate the dif- 
fcrences between the union men and the 
manufacturers. William Schlake, president 
of the Illinois Brick company, and Frank 
Kasten of the brickmakers said they were in 
accord with the proposed plan, but said they 
would have to submit the question to their 
crganizations. 


Plan Three Arbiters. 

The plan is to aave a committee of three 
decide the questions involved in the dis- 
pute. One man w ll be selected by the manu- 
facturers, one by the brickmakers, and the 
two will select a third. Ifthetwo are unable 
to agree on the third arbiter one of the Cir- 
cult court judges will be asked to make the 
appointment. 

Following the siatemeats of Mr. Schlake 
and Mr. Kasten that they thought the plana 
x0od one Corporation Counsel Mathias was 
requested to draft the arbitration agreement. 
J. the opposing sides sign the arbitration 
agreement they will be bound to stand by the 
aecision of the arbiters. 


Up for Signing Tomorrow, 

The agreement will be ready for the sig- 
natures of the leaders tomorrow afternoon. 
If it is signed the brickmakers will return 
to work under a truce and building opera- 
tions involving more than $25,000,000 will be 
resumed. 

The men will be paid the ecale, later to 
be agreed on by the arbiters, beginning on 
May 1. 

Following thisverbal agreement Schlake of 
the manufacturers said the prospects of a 
settlement were brighter than at any time 
during the negotiations. Kasten of the union 
said the arbitration agreement probably 
would bring about a quick settlement.

Simmons Answers Townsend Attack 
on Exemption Repeal. 


Washington, D. C., May 4.—[Special.]—The 
ge Date refused to provide in the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty for the exemption of American 
coastwise vessels from the payment of 
Panama cana! tolls, because it believe’ such 
exemption a violation of the agreement with 
Great Britain. 

This was the testimony brought out today 
during the debate on the toll exemption re- 
peal measure in the senate, 

Senator Townsend of Michigan, ina lengthy 
speech, opposed repeal of the provision. He 
said that the senate in 1900 voted down the 
Bard amendment providing specifically for 
exemption of coastwise vessels from toll pay- 
ment because it believed such exemption not 


petmissible under the terme ef the treaty | 


Without specific provision. 


Talks on Bard Amendment. 

“The senater from Michigan,” Senator 
Simmons replied, “ has made a broad state- 
ment to the effect that the Bard amendment 
was Voted down because senators thought it 
was not necessary and that the vote on that 
question was not upon the merits of the prop- 
osition. 

“There has been placed tin the record of 
the hearings of the senate committee state- 
ments made by Senator Bacon, who was then 
a member of the foreign relations commit- 
tee, showing that his vote was given with- 
out any such understanding. 

“I did not rise, however, for the purpose 
of enumerating senators who had declared 
that their vote upon that amendment was 
based upon the merits of the proposition. I 
want to call the attention of the senator from 
Michigan to a statement from former Sena- 
tor Fairbanks, who afterwards became the 
presiding officer of this body and who was 
the senior senator from Indiana when the 
amendment was under consideration, and 
who probably heard all of the discussion and 
the reasons given by senators for their vote 
upon that amendment.” 


Violative of Spirit of Equality. 

Senator Simmons then read a statement 
made to Col. George Harvey of New York by 
Mr. Fairbanks. 

“The Bard amendment,“ Mr. Fairbanks 
wrote, “ was voted down after full discus- 
sion, not because it was regarded as sur- 
plusage but because in the opinion of a large 
majority of the senate it was violative of 
the spirit of equality which had been ex- 
pressed in the treaty.” 


PHILADELPHIA FIRM FAILS; 
LIABILITIES OVER $3,000,000. 


Losses in Underwriting Operations 
Cause Financial Collapse of Cramp, 
Mitchell & Co., Brokers. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 4.—The failure of 
Cramp, Mitchell & Co., bankers and brokers, 
was announced on the Philadelphia stock 
exchange today, with liabilities exceeding 
$3,000,000. 

It has been known for some time that the 
firm was in difficulty owing to severe losses 
on underwriting operations. One of its en- 
terprises was an stos corporation with 
headquarters in a. This concern col- 
lapsed three years ago, but was subsequent- 
ly réorganized. It also was involved in a 
coal products corporation which also failed 
to come up to expectations. 

The firm was composed of Theodore W. 
Cramp and Howard E. Mitchell. The lat- 
ter, who has been ill for some time, was the 
board member. 

A petition in bankruptcy was filed in the 
United States District Court and granted. 
The liabilities were given as $3,600,000 and 
the assets $3,100,000.

Officers Ignore Admonitions While 
Case Remains Under Advise- 
ment by United States. 


DELAY OF FOUR MONTHS 


An “easy money” scheme operated by 
the Domestic Utilities company of Los An- 
geles which was exposed by THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE several months ago, has been de- 
clared a violation of law by the postoffice 
department. 

In spite of the ruling of the department, 
however, the concern has continued to ob- 
tain money by the means condemned as un- 
lawful by the postoffice officials. 

Some of the several hundred persons in 
Chicago who invested in the company's 
scheme and now regret so doing are wonder- . 
ing what influences the concern has invoked 
to procure this immunity from enforcement 
of the law. 


Work Endless Chain. 


The Domestic Utilities company has done 
a large business in Chicago and other locali- 
ties selling to agents the rights to sell a 
washing machine. Each agent who pur- 
chased a contract for the privilege to sell 
the machines was authorized to sell similar 
contracts to others, who in turn could sell 
contracts to others. This is an endless chain 
device which the postoffice department de- 
clares a violation of the lottery law. 

Many complaints from persons who as- 
serted they had been victimized by the com- 
pany by this method were lodged with the 
postoffice department last fall, following the 
exposure of the concern’s operations in Chi- 
cago by THE TRIBUNE. A delegation of 
women went to Washington to support the 
complaints with a recital of their experi- 
ences with the company. An extended hear- 
ing of the charges was held by Asaistant 
Attorney General Lamar. 


Lamar Instructs Concern, 


At the conclusion of the hearing in Janu- 
ary, Mr. Lamar informed all concerned that 
he regarded the endless chain contract sell- 
ing system a violation of the lottery law. He 
intimated, however, that a fraud order 
would not be issued against the company if 
its officers should eliminate the endless chain 
scheme of selling agency contracts and 
henceforth conduct their business in such 
manner as could be approved by the depart- 
ment. 

Representatives of the company at the 
hearing agreed to comply with the demand 
of the department in order to avoid the issu- 
ance of a fraud order, which would have shut 
off their mail. 

According to some of the Chicago com- 
piainants, the company violated its pledge 
and continued to sell the endless chain con- 
tracts. Persons who sought an explanation 
from the department were informed that the 
government was taking steps to compel the 
concern to obey the law, and that if it did 
not comply, a fraud order would be issued. 

What puzzles the compiainants is the delay 
of four months by the poatoffice department 
in enforcing the elimination of the lottery 
feature from the business of the company. It 
is alleged that a representative of the com- 
pany is an intimate friend of a high official 
of the postoffice department, and the com- 
plainants are wondering whether this fact 
accounts for the consideration the company 
has received at the hands of the government. 


CASE IS UNDER ADVISEMENT. 

Washington, D. C., May 4.—([Special.]— 
Complaints that the Domestic Utilities com- 
pany of Los Angeles is violating the postal 
laws were investigated by Assistant Attor- 
ney General Lamar of the.postoffice depart- 
ment several months ago, but no fraud order 
has been issued against the concern. At the 
office of Mr. Lamar it was said today that 
the case was still under advisement and 
would be disposed of within the next fort- 
night. Information concerning the disclo- 
sures of the government investigation was 
refused. It was denied that any high official 
of the department had used his influence to 
prevent the issuance of a fraud order against 
the company or to delay diaposition of the 
case.

MUST HAVE A CONTRACT? 


Case at Chief’s Side, but Pair Are 
Confused by Nowak’s Error 
at Outset of Fight 
in Meeting.

State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne yesterday 
revived the fight of two years ago on the 
Illinois Training School for Nurses and 
succeeded in holding up in the county board 
the school’s April appropriation of $16,425 
for services at the Cook county hospital. 
Commissioner Peter Bartzen was the spokes- 
man against the appropriation on the floor. 

In the campaign of 1912 Bartzen made his 


attacks on the training school an issue in his l 
fight for reélection to the presidency of the | 


board. His defeat was the answer the voters 
made to his attempt to change the system 
of caring for the county's sick poor. 


Bartzen Slurs Corps. 

In announcing his intention to run again 
for president of the board at a Twenty-sixth. 
ward meeting last week Bartzen spoke in 
slighting terms of the hospital nursing corps. 
Phrases used by him then bore a striking re- 
semblance to sentences in the lengthy report 
submitted by Hoyne, who admitted the at- 
tack had been prepared by his assistant, 
Charles Center Case Jr. 

Both Hoyne and Case were in the board 
room when the plot to embarrass the train- 
ing school was sprung. Case took a seat 
early in the meeting alongside of Bartzen 
and coached him to make the necessary mo- 
tion to eliminate the appropriation from the 
finance committee’s report. 

Bartzen induced Commissioner Nowark, 
his occasional echo, to make the motion. 
Nowak, however, became confused and tan- 
gied up the proceeding by naming the wrong 
section. Bartzen and Case then, working 
together, were forced to move reconsidera- 
tion to prevent their plans going awry. 
Hoyne, who sat in a corner near the door, 
smiled at the discomfiture of his aids. 

Bartzen Rambles in Talk. 


Commissioner Coonley asked Bartsen to 
explain his reasons for disapproving the 


monthly appropriation, a part of the $197,100 ) 


allowed for the current year by the board 
in the February budget. 

„One reason,” said Bartzen, “is a ques- 
tion I would like to ask the controller by 
what authority he paid previous monthly 


sums to the school when the contract had 
not been made.“ 

“For the reason that the county board, 
by the required ten votes, ordered me to do 
so,” retorted Frank 8. Ryan, deputy con- 
troller, who also acts as clerk of the board 

“Inasmuch as we have no contract with 
the school, I would like to ask the state’s 
attorney if we may legally make these pay- 
ments,“ said Bartzen. 

„For reasons stated in my opinion already 
read to this board, if any of you heard it, I 
shall advise the county treasurer not to pay 
this bill, even if you pass it, advised Hoyne. 


Coonley Willing to Delay. 

Commissioner Coonley then said he was 
willing to delay action on the bill until the 
next meeting, two weeks hence, if there was 
any question as to the board's right to vote 
the money. 

“Personally, I have confidence in the 
spirit, purpose and manner of conducting the 
training school, he said, and Iam satisfied 
whatever we find will be in accord with the 
high conduct of the school. I am sorry to 
see in the state's attorney’s opinion what 
seemed to me a brief against the training 
school, as I believe we should be glad to 
have the codperation of the women con- 
nected with this institution.” 

“There also was a brief offered some time 
ago by Mr. Case which asserted it was H- 
legal to have a contract with the training 
school,” interjected President McCormick. 
“That brief never was printed, however, go

Bartzen Forces Hoyne to Act. 

“Of course, Mr. McCormick said later, 
Hoyne was compelled to do this by the chief 
Huerta of the board, Mr. Bartzen. It's the 
price Mr. Hoyne pays for controlling the 
votes of Bartzen and hjs crowd and for pre- 
venting the payment of money to Special 
States Attorney Northup for prosecutions of 
vote frauds. 

“I was not consulted inthis matter. Bart- 
gen and Hoyne apparently got their heads to- 
gether. It does seem 4 travesty that we 
should pay $197,000 for from 300 to 340 nurses 
to take care of the 30,000 patients who pass 
through the county hospital in a year, and 
appropriate §237,000 for Mr. Hoyne’s office 
outside of the extra legal counsel it is neces- 
sary for the board to secure at times. 

There have been cared for in the county 
hospital this year 1,900 patients, the largest 
in the institution’s history in a similar period, 
and this despite the weeding out of those not 
entitled to be classed as county charges. 

Chairman Maloney of the finance commit- 
tee, to whom the contract question was re- 
ferred, said he would set a date for a public 
hearing. 

Attacks Right to Pay. 

Hoyne’s so-called opinion charged the 
school had made morey at the count’sy - 
pense. It also criticised the increase over 
the appropriation of last year and attacked 
the right of the board to pay the excess in 
monthly installments before the new hospital 
building is occupied. The legality of the four 
monthly payments, totaling $65,700, already 
made this year, also is questioned because of 
the failure to agree on a contract. 

The meeting also was enlivened by Com- 
missioner Frank Ragen's demand that Presl- 
dent McCormick appoint a committee of 
three to ald Architect Schmidt in complet- 
ing the new county hospital.” The failure of 
voters to countenance the proposed $4,000,000 
bond issue, also the excesses of the previous 
Bartzen board, are responsible for the delay,

DRAMATIC SCENE IN U. S. COURT 


John F. Jelke, president of the John . 
Jelke company, oleomargarine manufactur- 
ers, yesterday was sentenced by Federal. 
Judge Geiger to two years’ imprisonment in 
the federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
Kan., and to pay a fine of $10,000. 

This is the maximum penalty for the crime 
of which Mr. Jelke and his eight associates 
were convicted by a jury a month ago. They 
were found gullty of conspiracy to defraud 
the government of taxes on artificially col- 
ored oleomargarine. 

Seven of Jelke's fellow defendants escaped 
a prison sentence. Judge Geiger imposed 
upon them a fine of 52.800 each. Francis M. 
Lowry, 70 years old, secretary of the com- 
pany, the ninth defendant found guilty, is 
ill in the Good Samaritan Hospital at Los 
Angeles, Cal. He will be sentenced separ- 
ately as soon as he recovers sufficiently te 
return to Chicago.

Judge Geiger sald. I have my mind made 
up as to that.” 

Assistant District Attorney Robert W. 
Childs stepped forward and urged that the 
government would not consider the law vin- 
dicated by the imposition of a mere fine. 


Dramatic Scene Staged. 

The dramatic moment of the session ar- 
rived when Judge Geiger, after analyzing 
his reasons for distinguishing between Jelke 
and the other defendants in the extent of 
punishment, asked Mr. Jelke to step forward. 

Mr. Jelke, a gray haired, dignified man of 
568, walked forward to the bar of the court, 
crossed his arms, and looked intently at the 
judge. In response to a question as to 
whether he had anything to say Mr. Jelke 
said he wished to shoulder all the responsi- 
bility for what had been done. He spoke 
amid intense silence. 

“I have only this to say, your honor,” he 
said. “I have been in this community 
many years. I have been in business in 
Chicago twenty years and I have hed an hea- 
orable career. 

“As for myself, I ask nothing at your 
hands but what is justice. But I de plead 
for these other men,” he said, waving his 
arms toward the other defendants. “Iam 
responsible for their acts and for them I 
plead for mercy.” 


Jelke “Brains of Conspiracy.” 

In passing sentence Judge Geiger said he 
considered Jelke as the “‘ brains ot the con- 
spiracy. The employés, he sald, were mere 
administrative agents working under the 
direction of the head of the company and 
carrying out orders “ under a press of em- 
ployment.” For this reason, he said, the 
employés were entitled to clemency. 

Mr. Jelke bowed low and returned to a 
seat beside his brother. former Judge Ferdi- 
nand Jelke of Cincinnati. 

Mr. Steele was next called before the bar. 
He said he never knowingly had committed a 
crime and did not consider himself respon- 
sible for what had been done. 

The other six defendants were lined up for 
sentence. They told the court they had noth- 
ing to say. Judge Geiger ordered the sevea 
defendants fined to be locked up in the county 
jail until the fine was paid. Later he changed 
thie order and granted a stay of execution 
for thirty days pending the preparation of a 
writ of error on which the case will be taken 
to the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 

New bail was fixed by Judge Geiger at $20,- 
000 for Jelke and $5,000 each for the other 
defendants. All the defendants were re- 
leased pending the filling of the appeal. Wik 
liam J. Moxley, head of W. J. Moxley, Ine, 
and John Dadie, his manager, were in court 
at the time sentence was pronounced. Mr. 
Moxley signed a new bond for Lillard.
